WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — The 
House passed today the Sumners’ 
din to permit Supreme Court jus- 
tices with 10 years’ service to retire 
at full pay at the age of 70, after 
defeating a Repubilcan proposal to 
allow retirement at 75, after 10 
years’ service. The amendment, by 
Representative Andrew (Rep.), New 
York, lost on a voice vote. 

The Sumner’s bill went through 
on a roll call vote without a single 
amendment. Several Republicans 
joined Democratic sponsors in urg- 
ing passage of the bill, which was 
endorsed by President Roosevelt 
in his message to Congress pro- 
posing a reorganization of the 
courts. The vote was 315 to ‘75. 

The measure would extend to the 
members of the Supreme Court the 
same privilege of retirement now 
extended to members of the other 
Federal Courts. 

An amendment, offered by Repre- 
entative McLean (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, would have written into the bill 
a specific prohibition against presi- 
dential removal of Supreme Court 
Justices. " 

House Adjourns. 

The House adjourned without tak- 
ing up a bill to authorize the Attor- 
ney-General to participate in private 

‘lawsuits where the constitutionality 
of a Federal act of Congress is in- 
volved. 

Chairman Sutiners (Dem.), Texas, 
of the Judiciary Committee told re- 
porters the second bill had not been 
called up because the White House 
had some questions about it. He 
said he did not know what the ques- 
tions were, but understood a note 
was on its way to him from the 

White House.

At 4:15 p. m. there was no sign 
of a resumption of strike negotia- 
tions which Gov. Murphy had said 
would reopen at 3:30 or 4. 

Session, Then Recess. 

Lewis and the board of strategy 
of the United Automobile Workers 
of America met today just before 
the opening of the thirteenth ses- 
sion of Gov. Murphy’s strike con- 
ference. 

The conferees considered a defi- 
nite plan of strike settlement for 
two and three-quarters hours today, 
then recessed for two hours. Gov. 
Murphy said “the situation was un- 
changed from last night.” 

Murphy said participants would 


do some “field work” in the in- 


terval. He explained that certain 
information not available in the 
conference room was needed. 

It was understood that the union 


was considering an agreement call- 
ing for representation only of its 
own membership if important safe- 
guards could be included. That 
possibility and the stipulations to 
be demanded were understood to

Motion Before Court. 

The decision on the motion, while 
reached in consultation of the three 
judges, will be formally entered as 
Judge Joynt's individual decision, as 
the motion is pending in his court 
only. 

The motion was filed by Attorney 
William J. Hough and two out-of- 
town lawyers, in the names of five 
yoters, one from each of the first 
five precincts of State Senator Mike 
Kinney's Fifth Ward. The grand 
jury has asked for issuance of a 
subpena for the ballot boxes of the 
five precincts in the riverfront bond 
election of Sept. 10, 1935. The mo- 
tion Opposes issuance of such a 
subpena, without which the inquiry 
into frauds committed in the elec- 
tion would not be possible. 

Three to Pass on Motions.

Afee, as a three-judge tribunal, are 
to hold a hearing of defense law- 
yers’ technical objections to the fel- 
ony indictments pending against 37 
persons charged with frauds in the 
primary of Aug. 4 last.

Governor’s Protest. 
Gov. Horner said the bill, passed 
last Friday by the Board of Alder- 
men, would have an “unnecessarily 
drastic effect“ on the coal industry 
of Southern Illinois and would not 
bring about smoke abatement.”

“The company expects to pro- 
ceed promptly with plans for sim- 
plification of its capital structure 
and for extensive refinancing, 
which when they have been ap- 
proved and carried out, should im- 
prove the position of the company 
and result in substantial economies. 

“Such plans also will provide for 
additional funds for the expansion 
of facilities to meet demand for 
electric energy which increased 
rapidly in territory served last 
year.” 

J. F. Fogarty, president of North 
American, informed stockholders: 
“The use of electric power is stead- 
fly growing and the possibilities of 
continued growth are, in our opin- 
ion, large. 

“It is possible to eliminate dupli- 
cate taxes, which have been sub- 
stantially increased under present 
tax laws, through certain corporate 
simplification now feasible under 
amendments of state corporation 
laws made since the holding com- 
pany bill was introduced and to 
effect savings through refundings. 

“In our opinion such steps can 
be promptly and effectively taken 
only in co-operation with the Se- 
curities & Exchange Commission. 

“We are prepsered to join whole 
heartedly with the commission in 
an effort to achieve constructive 
regulation.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10.—A 
group of physicians, representing 
the Missouri Medical Association, 
appeared before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Health yesterday 
afternoon in advocacy of the pro- 
posed $1,000,000 State hospital for 
the poor. If the hospital is author - 
ized, one wing will be devoted en- 
tirely to the treatment and care; 


of cancer patients. 

It was disclosed at the hearing 
that the physicians of the State are 
not in accord in advocacy of the 
hospital, though the only formal 
protests were from the Kansas City 
Medical Society, which sent a tele- 
gram, and the Marion-Ralls Coun- 
ty Medical Society, which was rep- 
resented at the hearing by two 
members. 

The Kansas City opposition is re- 
ported to be due to an effort which 
has been made for several years to 
induce the State university to es- 
tablish its medical school in Kan- 
gas City, where students would 
have the benefit of hospital train- 
ing, which they do not have in Co- 
lumbia. Because of this absence of 
hospital facilities the university 
provides only the first two years 
of the medical course.

They said that 72 of the 114 coun- 
ties of the State were without hos- 
pitals and that a large number of 
counties, particularly those of the 
Ozark region, where property val- 
ues are low, could not afford to 
establish hospitals. 

The physicians from the smaller 
towns showed particular interest in 
having a hospital to which could 
be taken patients requiring emer- 
gency operations, but who were un- 
able to pay hospital, fees. Colum- 
bia, they said, was selected ds the 
desirable site because it is in al- 
most the exact geographical center 
of the State and could be reached 
within a few hours from any part 
of the State. 


Statement of Dr. Fischel. 


Dr. Fischel, whose special inter- 
est is in providing free treatment 
for cancer patients, said that last 
year 292 cancer patients from 59 
counties outside of St. Louis re- 
ceived treatment at the Barnard 
Free Skin and Cancer Hospital in 
St. Louis and that, because of the 
limited facilities, 88 were now on 
the waiting list. He said it was 
probable that many of these could 
not be given treatment there. until 
too late to stop the ravages of the 
disease. The Barnard Hospital, he 
said, was the only one in the State 
which gave free treatment to can- 
cer patients. 

He said the Missouri death rate 
from cancer was 140 per 100,000, 
twice that of tuberculosis. It ig es- 
timated that 14,000 persons in Mis- 
souri now are suffering from can- 
cer. 

Dr. Bloom, who has a hospital in 
Fayette, said that the small hospi- 
tals would not be injured by a State 
institution. The Fayette hospital, 
he said, was within 40 miles of Co- 
lumbia, and if any small hospital 
would suffer it would be one with- 
in a short distance of the proposed 
State institution. 

Committee Delays Action. 

The committee took no action on 
the bill, deferring further hearings 
until next Tuesday, when it ig ex-. 
pected the Kansas City Society will 
send representatives in opposition. 

Opponents of the hospital urged 
that the money which would be 
used in the erection and mainte- 
nance of the institution could be 
expended to as good effect if used 
to pay small private hospitals for 
the care of patients. 

A bill by Senator Kinney pro- 
vides that indigent patients shall 
be admitted to the hospital on cer- 
tification of county courts, and that 
part of the cost of treatment shall 
be paid by the counties from which 
they are sent.

JEFFERSON CITY. Feb. 10.— 
Appropriation of $4,410,215 for the 
University of Missouri during 1937 
and 1938, an increase of $1,304,335 
over the amount allotted to the in- 
estitution for the 1935-36 biennium, 
was urgéd yesterday by Dr. Fred- 
érick A. Middlebush, president of 
the university, before the House 
Appropriations Committee. 

Middiebush, accompanied by 

members of the Board of Curators 
and other university officials, told 
the committee the university had 
passed through the depression 
years without too great an impair- 
ment, mainly by drawing from a 
previously accumulated surplus of 
supplies, and also through a gen- 
erous appropriation by the last Leg- 
islature. He asked, however, that 
liberal allowances be made for the 
next two years in order to main- 
tain, and if possible improve, the 
standards of the institution. 
In the biennial budget report, 
Gov. Stark recommended an ap- 
propriation for the university of 
$3,385,155 for the next two years, 
an increase of $379,275 over the 
amount voted by the last Legisla- 
ture. For the 1934-35 biennium the. 
university had to be content with 
an appropriation of $1,835,467. 

Largest Item for Salaries. 
Largest item in the university's 
request is $2,075,000 for salaries. 
The amount is necessary, Middle- 
bush said, to retain many profes- 
sors and instructors who could ob- 
tain higher pay at other schools, 
and to add to the teaching per- 
sonnel in order to handle an in- 
creased enrollment and to provide 
emaller classes. 

“For years the University of Mis- 
souri has been looked upon as a 
recruiting ground by other univer-

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PINKERTONS TO 
WATE 
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Officer of Agency Says 1 a 
Was Hired in 1934 to 
Get Information on Labor 


Activiti 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — Sen- 
ate investigators heard testimony 
today that General Motors Corpo- 
ration hired the Pinkerton Nation- 
al Detective Agency early in 1934 
to “keep it informed” on strikes, 
union activities and labor rack- 


eteers.” 

Ralph Dudley, vice-president of 
the agency, told the La Follette 
Civil Liberties Committee he set up 
a special office in Detroit to han- 
dle the General Motors business. 

A “Mr. Hale,” public relations of- 
ficer for General Motors, Dudley 
testified, 
to collect 
parts of the country on “public 
opinion” and the “attitude of em- 
ployes to various types 1 indus- 
trial relationships.” 

The data assembied included in- 
formation on local situations prom- 
ising danger to the company’s im- 
terest,” he said, citing the recent 
Auto-Lite strike in Toledo. That 
strike was led by “notorious and 
avowed Communists,” he asserted. 


$167,000 Paid in Year. 

Senate records showed that Gen- 
eral Motors paid $167,000 for the 
services of the Pinkerton agency 
in 1935. 

Pinkerton officials testified yes- 
terday that the agency quit serv- 
ing General Motors Jan. 31. 

Letter Criticised Wagner Act. 

LaFollette put in evidence a let- 
ter sent by Asher Rossetter, Pinker- 
ton general manager, last July to all 
of the organization’s offices. With 
the letter went an attorney’s opinion 
that many parts of the Wagner La- 
bor Act were unconstitutional. 

Robert Pinkerton, president of the 
agency, said, however, that he ap- 
proved the law “in general.” 

Dudley testified the organization 
“probably would discontinue” its 
services to any client who used 
them to break the Wagner law. 

“You didn’t cancel the General 
Motors contract when that firm 
used your information to fire union 
men, did you?“ LaFollette asked. 
“I don’t know that they did use it 
for that purpose.” 

“The record will speak for itself,” 
LaFollette said, referring to earlier 
testimony that union men had been 
discharged in the Atlanta (Ga.) 
Chevrolet plant as a result of Pink- 

erton espionage. 

Questioning by investigators yes- 
terday failed to elicit an explana- 
tion of how or why the Pinkerton 
General Motors connection was 
ended. 

Way to Evade Law. 


’ Pinkerton told the committee dur- : 


ing the day’s examination that his 
firm’s order book gave instructions 
“ndicating a method of evading” a 
Federal law. 

Earlier Chairman La Follette 
charged the agency had evaded a 
Wisconsin law requiring registra- 
tion of detectives. 

Pinkerton told the committee that 
his organization had been barred 
from working for Government agen- 
cies by a statute passed in 1893. 
soon after the Homestead steel 
strike riots. The enactment fol- 
lowed a congressional investigation. 

La Follette read a passage from 
the order book, instructing em- 
ployes that the law could be “over- 
come” by submitting two bills on 
work for the Government. One bill 
was to be on “plain paper” with no 
gpention of the agency. 

“That clearly was intended to in- 
dicate a method of evading the law, 
wasn't it, Mr. Pinkerton?” La Fol- 
Jette asked. Pinkerton answered, 
"ros." 

He said the order was written 
“years ago“ and the firm had not 
recently received pay for Govern- 
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ment work, although it some times 
“co-operated” ‘with Federal officials. 
Got Around State Law. 

La Follette said the agency “got 
around” the Wisconsin law by list- 
ing its informants as watchmen, 
rather than as detectives. 

La Follette made the charge after 
J. O. Camden, Chicago division 
manager. for the agency, described 
its labor espionage work for Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and other 
employers in Wisconsin, 

Camden said General Motors paid 
for labor information purchased 
from a Chevrolet plant worker at 
Janesville. . The Janesville arrange- 
ment was terminated last April, 
Camden said. Pinkerton officers 
testified yesterday they quit doing 
any General Motors espionage work 
Jan. 31. : 

Detectives Not Registered. 

Camden described also the work 
of two Pinkerton operatives for the 
Bowman Dairy Co. in Wisconsin. 
The two were ordered to “get fu- 
ture plans” of the Farmers’ Union 
in Genoa City, Wis., and in Illinois, 
he said. Neither operative was reg- 
istered, he added. 

La Follette asked Asher Rosset- 
ter, Pinkerton general manager, 
whether he regarded the agency’s 
operating methods in Wisconsin as 
an “evasion” of the law. 

“It would appear so to the man 
on the street, sure,” Rossetter said. 

Pinkerton also conducted an in- 
vestigation. into “radicalism” and 
labor activity in Wisconsin for the 
Ntional Metal Trades Association, 
Camden said. The association was 
identified at earlier hearings as an 
employers’ organizationt maintain- 
ing a widespread labor spy system. 

Operatives “NB” and “PY.” 
This work, Camden related, was 
handled by two operatives identified 
only as “NB” and “PY.” Neither 
was directly employed by Pinker- 
ton, he said, and therefore was not 
registered as a detective. 


Camden said the Janesville Gen- 
eral Motors arrangements were 
made by the plant manager, a Mr. 
Fitzpatrick, who wanted data on 
“piant irregularities,” union activi- 
ties and the “general attitude of the 
workers.” 

He identified the regular employe 
who furnished the information as 
Harold Lewis, and said he was clas- 
sified as a “watchman” on the com- 
pany's books. 

Camden said Alfred Marshall, 
Chevrolet personnel director, last 
May authorized an investigation of 
“radicalism” in the Janesville plant, 
but his instructions were never 
carried out. 

“We considered it inadvisable to 
contact another correspondent at 
Janesville after Lewis discontinued 
his reports,” he explained. 

Rossetter, the Pinkerton general 
manager, said he had _ telephoned 


the agency's superintendents to dis- 
continue writen reports on “indus- 
„trial cases” soon after the Senate |, 
committee subpenaed Pinkerton 
records. The superintendents passed 
the orders on to operatives, he said. 

La Follette then introduced a 
deposition by Edward B. Burnett, a 
Pinkerton operative in San Fran- 
cisco, who said he had submitted 
daily written reports to agency of- 
ficials during the last months of 
1936. 


Burnett's affidavit said he had 
been ordered to discontinue mailing 
in reports, but had met E. C. Da-

HS WORK FOR PARKER 


Ags He. Provided? Detective 
With ‘Contacts’ in Lindbergh 
investigation. 


By the Aansctited Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Paul H. 
Wendel testified today that Ellis H. 
Parker, chief of Burlington County 
(N. J.) detectives, fefused to make 
any arrests in connection with the 
alleged kidnaping of Wendel be- 
cause it would “spoil Pürker's 
plans“ for solving the Lindbergh 
case. 
Wendel, complaining witness ir 
the trial of Murray Bleefeld, Harry 
Weiss and Martin Schlossman, 
charged with kidnaping him and 
torturing him into confessing false- 
ly to the Lindbergh kidnaping, said 


he had offered to help Parker solve 


the Lindbergh kidnaping. Parker 
and his son, Ellis H. Parker Jr., 
are under .indictmént, but Gov. 
Hoffman has. refused to permit 
their extradition from New Jersey. 


Wendel said Parker refused to 
arrest Bleefeld and Weiss. 

“You sent a confession here. The 
Governor has it and you'll spoil my 
plans,” Wendel quoted Parker 38 
saying. 

Submitted to Arrest. 

Wendel said he submitted to ar- 
rest by Parker because there was 
nothing else he could do. He ad- 
mitted he made a new “confession” 
Parker on Feb. 25, after repudi- 

ating the Brooklyn confession and 
then repudiated the one of Feb. 25.

Dr. Fair previously had suggested 
the discontinuance of intercollegiate 
athletics in the conference and pro- 
posed that the present sports sys- 
tem be replaced with an intramural 
program. 

In its statement, issued after a 
meeting here, the board said it 
“does not desire to be understood 
as criticising President Eugene 
Fair.” 

As understood by the board, the 
statement continued, Fair’s. sugges 
tion “was made so that the whole 
problem of intercollegiate athletics 
might be discussed and with the 
view only in event such suggestion 
was acted upon favorably by a ma- 
jority of the members of said con- 
ference would the Northeast Mis- 
souri State Teachers’. College con- 
sider termination of its intercol- 
legiate athletic activities and rela- 
tions.” 

Asserting “there has been some 
misunderstanding and doubt con- 
cerning the future intercollegiate 
athletic policy,” the statement. con- 
tinued: ‘ .

State Legislation to Con- 


trol Agriculture and 
Grazing Practices. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — Pres i- 


dent Roosevelt sent to Congress to- 
day a report by the Great Plains 
Committee which urged that a spe- 
cial Federal agency be set up to di- 
rect a long-time rehabilitation pro- 
gram for the prairie states, scene 
of drouth and dust storms. It called 
for a permanent change in agricul- 
tural methods of the region, with 
conservation of land and water the 
principal objectives. 

“If economic deterioration of the 
Great Plains regions . . . is to be 
stopped, it will be only because the 
nation takes the situation in hand 
promptly, emphatically and com- 
pletely,” said the commission in its 
report to the President. 

The area involved covers much of 
the land between the Mississippi 
River and the Rocky Mountains 
from Canada to Mexico. Morris 
Cooke, who recently resigned as 
Rural Electrification Administrator, 
is chairman of the committee. 

The committee of experts said the 
problem of the area was “arresting 
the decline of an agricultural econ- 
omy not adapted to the climate con- 
ditions and of readjusting this 
economy in the light of experience 
and scientific information now 
available.” 

“The time has come to recognize 
frankly not only the great natural 
assets of the region, but also its 
serious liabilities and to substitute 
intelligent adjustment to nature for 
futile attemps to conquer her,” the 
report said. 

Methods Proposed. 

Among methods proposed were: 

Acquisition of millions of acres 
of lands by public agencies to 
prevent misuse and to start rec- 
lamation. 

Federal and state legislation to 
assure farming methods adapted 
to the area. 

Increase in sizes of many farms 
termed too small to maintain fam- 
ilies. 

Consolidation of local govern- 
ment units. | 

Immediate surveys to determine 
plowland that should be sown to 
grass, grassland that may be 
tilled and grassland that should 
retain natural cover. 

Extension of co-operative graz- 
ing associations. 

The committee sazd the new Fed- 
eral agency would prevent overlap- 
ping and confusion that now exists 
with 50 Federal agencies and many 
more state and local units dealing 
with the problems. 

Existing Agencies to Stand. 
The new agency should not dis- 

place existing agencies or assume 
any administrative control over the 
normal operations of those bodies, 
the experts said. 

“It’s field should be that of a con- 
tinuing study of the Great Plains 
problem and of endeavoring by con- 
sultation, education, persuasion and 
guidage to integrate the effort of all 
forces.” 

Outlining the place various Gov- 
ernment units should occupy in the 
program, the committee said: 

“Federal agencies may advise, as- 
sist and co-ordinate; state agencies 
may administer permissive or man- 
datory legislation; local agencies 
and individuals will have to assume 
the final responsibility.” 

Funds and other details for. the 
program were left to Congress. The 
report said 24,000,000 acres of land 
could be acquired by the Federal 
Government and many farmers now 
living in the area might be aided by 
resettlement. 

“The plains can be transformed 
from a risky adventure and a re- 
current liability into a stable basis 
of economic and social profit to 
their inhabitants’ and the whole 
country,” the committee said. 

This will take a long time, it add-

“Whatever our opinion as to his 
capacity or loyalty is concerned we 
are compelled to offer him re-em- 
ployment.” 

Fahy, who argued after Wyzanski 
had discussed other phases of the 
controversy, contended that if Wat- 
son were “biased or disqualified in 
any way he need not be retained.” 

“The right of self organization 
and collective bargaining,” Fahy 
said, “has no relation to freedom of 
the press or infringement of free- 
dom of the press.” 

Constitutional Right. 

He contended that the constitu- 
tion gave the Associated Press the 
right to handle the news as it saw 
fit. 

But, he continued, the Press As- 
sociation may not raise this issue 
“as a shield behind which to stand 
while it stifles the freedom of the 
individual employee to associate 
with his fellow employees for mu- 
tual aid and protection.” 

“The mere membership in a labor 
organization,” Fahy said, “does not 
disqualify a person from expressing 
the news in any manner that the 
Associated Press desires.” 

Davis argued that a statute 
which “bases its terms on member- 
ship or non-membership in a labor 
union is arbitrary and capricious.” 

“The power to regulate com- 
merce,” he went on, “must be ex- 
ercised within the limitations of 
the Bill of Rights. 

“Whenever Congress attempts 
impair freedom of the press it is 
met at the gate by that Constitu- 
tional immunity and dares not ad- 
vance a step farther.”

Fahy argued that the law was 
not “arbitrary, unreasonable or ca- 
pricious” and did not violate the 
Fifth Amendment, which forbids the 
taking of property without “due 
process of law.” 

The Labor Board counsel said the 
measure prohibited “interference, 
restraint or coercion of employes in 
exercising the right of self-organi- 
zation, freedom in the choice of rep- 
resentatives for collective bargain- 
ing, and collective bargaining.” 

“To avoid industrial strife,” Fahy 
said, “Congress required that em- 
ployers be not permitted to use 
their overwhelming economic power 
over individual employes as a wea- 
pon to destroy the right of self- 
organization of employes or their 
freedom in choice of representatives. 
Unless this right is protected by 
law the only course is to strike in 
order that it may be -protected by 
combat.” Fahy denied that the 
legislation required “a closed shop.” 

“It does not encourage or foster 
the closed shop,” he asserted; “that 
is a matter of contract.” 

Coach Company’s Case. 

Robert E. Lynch, its counsel, also 
contended before the Supreme 
Court ‘today that the Washington 
Virginfan and Maryland Coach Co. 
has “a constitutional right to hire 
and fire as we please.” With Wil- 
liam J. Hughes Jr., he challenged 
for the company constitutionality 
of the Labor Relations Act. Fahy 
defended the law. 

The case, appealed by the coach 
company from the Second Circuit 
Court, arose from a complaint filed 
with the board by the Amalgamat- 
ed Association of Street, Electric 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
ployes. The labor organization 
charged that the company had dis- 
charged drivers and garage work- 
ers because of membership in the 
union, had refused to reinstate 
them, “and therefore was engaged 
in unfair labor practices.” 

Briefs both supporting and at- 
tacking the law were filed respec- 
tively by the American Federation 
of Labor and the Pennsylvania 
Greyhound Lines, Inc. 

Lynch told the court the com- 
pany had received complaints of -a 
“growing inefficiency among the 
workers before the men were dis- 
charged.” 

“In a period of 15 days,” he said, 
“the company had 61 road calls for 
repairs.” ; 

In reply to a question by Justice 
McReynolds, Lynch said the com- 
pany was attacking the findings of 
the board that the discharges were 
due to union activities. 


Arguments on Validity of Railway 
Labor Act Concluded. | 

The Supreme Court also heard 
arguments yesterday as to the va- 
lidity of the railway labor act, 
guaranteeing collective bargaining 
to rail employes. The Justices took 
the case under advisement. A de- 
cision by March 1 is possible. 

The case came to the Supreme 
Court after the District Court for 
Eastern Virginia and the Circuit 
Court of Appeals had upheld a péti- 
tion of shop craft employes of the 
Virginia Railway Co. This petition 
asked that the railway be compelled 
to negotiate with a union and to 
refrain from interfering with the 
employes’ choice of representatives 
for collective bargaining.

VALENCIA, Feb. 10.—The Span- 
ish Government today charged the 
Italian navy with playing an im- 
portant role in the fall of Malaga. 

A note ‘issued following a spe- 
cial Cabinet session last night ac- 
cused Italian warships of “maneu- 
vering in such a way as to deceive 
Loyalist vessels hurrying aid to the 
city, causing the latter to use up 
fuel and preventing them from 
reaching their objective.” 

The Government termed the al- 


leged intervention of Italian ships 
“the climax of a long series of 
direct acts supporting the Rebels 
(Fascist insurgents) and making a 
mockery of the (International) non- 
intervention agreement.” 

The note continued: 

“Those who, inspired by purely 
selfish motives, regard the fall of 
Malaga a step nearer to the ter- 
mination of the war are completely 
mistaken.” 

“The only effect on the Govern- 
ment and the people,” it said, “is to 
make them resolve to redouble 
their efforts and not cease until 
victory is won.” . 

“Intervention Lengthens War.” 

“Foreign intervention will not 
shorten the war,” the note said. 
“It will lengthen and. intensify it, 
placing the peace of Europe cach 
day nearer the abyss.” 

Outlining the alleged Italian war- 
ship intervention, the note said six 
destroyers left Cartagena as the 
advance part of the fleet to combat 
the Fascist Canarias, Baleares and 
Almirante Cervera which, with 
several auxiliary vessels, were can- 
nonading the Malaga shore. . 

It continued: 

“At 1:50 p. m. Sunday, while the 
destroyers watched carefully for a 
cordon of foreign submarines 
spréad along the route, two vessels 
appeared offt Cape de Gata, pre- 
senting their sides to the destroy- 
ers. 

“This maneuver is typical of ships 
preparing to open fire and led the 
Loyalist vessels to believe they 
would be attacked by the Canarias 
and Baleares, whose. silhouettes 
were exactly like the vessels doing 
the maneuvering.

Press Views on Missouri Age Pensions 


CAUSE FOR iN 
From the Baltimore Bu. 
OME disturbing Wasen of under - esti-· 
mate ot future demands on old-age pen- 


‘sion funds come from Missouri. They are 


alarming enough to prompt the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch to ask: “Is old-age assistance 
in Missouri, hailed at its inception as a fine 
humanitarian movement, developing into a 
racket of astounding proportions?” 

The query is prompted, by the great in- 
crease over original estimates of the proba- 
ble number of pensioners. Appeal to the elec- 
torate to ratify the old-age pension amend- 
ment was made on the ground that eligibles 
would not exceed 20,000. 

But since the law went into effect, the 
Post-Dispatch says, 94,944 applications for 
aid have been filed and 58,747 cases have 
been certified. This means, it says, that 63 
per cent of all persong in Missouri over 70 
years of age are asking old-age assistance.

HEN the Federal Social Security Act 

was first submitted, this newspaper ar- 
gued that figures as to the number of per- 
sons coming under its old-age pension pro- 
visions could not be depended upon. The 
numbers given would be far exceeded, we 
predicted, because persons now caring for 
their aged would no longer do so if pensions 
were available. Many, in fact, could not af- 
ford to do so and still pay the taxes levied to 
support others. 

This prophecy is already being fulfilled in 
Missouri, which passed an old-age pension 
act to supplement the Federal law. The 
number to be affected by the act was given 
as 20,000, but the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
says there have already been 94,944 applica- 
tions for aid and 58,747 cases have been cer- 
tified. The State’s share of pension costs 
for the coming biennium has been placed at 
$18,900,000. 

What has happened in Missouri in regard 
to excessive applications will be duplicated 
in every other State adopting the old-age 
pension plan. If it is to work, a greater 
civic consciousness and far more vigilance 
and diligence on the part of our “best peo- 
ple” are going to be neessary.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Six thou- 
sand followers of Leon Trotsky as- 
sembled tonight at the Hippodrome 
to hear the exiled Bolshevist 
leader’s answer to the Moscow 
charge that he was heading an 
international counter-revolutionary 
plot, waited in vain for nearly an 
hour while members of his defense 
committee sought to obtain tele 
phone connections with Mexico, 
D. F. At length, when the tele 
phonic communications seemed to 
have failed, his prepared speech 
was read by Max Schachtman, edi- 
tor of his works. 
The former Soviet War Commis- 
sar was scheduled to be heard at 
10:10 p. m. from the villa of his 
friend, Diego Rivera, the Mexican 
muralist, in Coyoacan, a suburb of 
the Mexican capital. ' 

Apologizing for his faulty) Eng- 
lish, Trotsky in his address, as pre- 
pared for delivery, denounced Josef 
V. Stalin, Secretary General of the 
Communist party. He lashed out 
against what he termed the pre- 
meditated frame-up” of the Moscow 
trials, urged the appointment of an 
international commission to review 
the situation, and submitted verbal 
testimony to refute Stalin’s charges 
that he had conspired with Hitler 
and Japan. 

Offers to Surrender “If Guilty.” 

“If this commission decides that 
I am guilty in the slightest degree 
of the crimes which Stalin imputes 
to me, I pledge in advance to 

lace myself voluntarily in the 
hands of the OGPU” (secret police), 
he said. | 

“But if this commission estab- 
lishes—do you hear me?—that the 
Moscow trials are a conscious and 
premeditated frame-up, constructed 
with the bones and nerves of hu- 
man beings, I will not ask my ac- 
cusers to place themselves volun- 
tarily before a firing squad. No, 
the eternal disgrace in the memory 
of human generations will be suffi- 
cient for them! Do the accusers 
of the Kremlin hear me? I throw 
my defiance in their faces. And I 
await a reply!” 


The speech, which Trotsky sent 
here by air mail, repeated that he 
was innocent of what he called 
“absurd” and “frightful” conspir- 
acies attributed to him during the 
recent trial of Karl Radek, journal- 
ist, and 16 other Russians, 13 of 
whom were executed. 

Trotsky declared it the “duty of 
all true friends of the Soviet 
Union” to say firmly to the Soviet 
Government that it is necessary 
at all costs to dispel the distrust 
of the Western world for Soviet 
justice.” 

Asserting Moscow resorted to “ail 
kinds of measures” to enforce his 
silence, he demanded: 

“Why does Moscow 80 fear the 
voice of a single man? Only be- 
cause I know the truth, the whole 
truth. Only because I have nothing 
to hide: Only because I am ready 
to appear before a public and im- 
partial commission of inquiry with 
documents, facts and testimonies in 


my hands, and to disclose the truth 


to the very end.” 

He said he could present “an 
enormous amount of testimony and 
documents” that would “demolish at 
their very foundations the confes- 
sions of a whole series of defend- 
ants” at the recent Moscow trials. 
Says Confessions Were. Forced. 

The executions, h. declared, were 
based “exclusively on forced confes- 
sions.” 

“And when facts are mentioned 
in these confessions,” he said, “they 
crumble to dust at the first contact 
with critica) examination.”

The accusation against old Bol- 
sheviks of an alliance with the 
secret police of Hitler was termed 
by Trotsky as “the most .feeble 
part” of the trial of the 16. 

“The opposition would have to be 
composed of Cretins,” he said, to 
think that an alliance: with Hitler 
or the Mikado, both of whom ‘are 
doomed to defeat in the next war, 
that such an absurd, inconceivable, 
senseless alliance could yield to rev- 
olutionary Marzists anything but 
disgrace and ruin... . 

“In the trials there did not figure 
fighters, nor conspirators, but 
puppets in the hands of the GPU. 
They play assigned roles: The aim 
of the disgraceful performance: to 
eliminate the whole opposition, to 
poison the very source of critical 
thought, to definitively ensconce 
the totalitarian regime of Stalin.” 

Constitution “a Frame-Up.” 

In his denunciation of the .pres- 
ent Seviet Go nt, he de- 
scribed the new Constitution, 
adopted in December, as “nothing 
but a frame-up,” and said: “Stalin 
has invented nothing. He has 
ny replaced Royalists with Fas- 


“Stalin’s regime is doomed,” he 
declared. “Will the capitalist coun- 
ter-revolution or workers’ democ- 
racy replace it? History has not 
yet decided this question. The de- 
cision depends also upon the activ- 
ity of the world proletariat.” | 

At Schachtman’s suggestion, the 
meeting adopted a resolution calling 
for organization of an impartial 
commission of inquiry to investigate 
the trial charges.

ILL PERMITTING 
UNIONS TOBE SUED 


Hearing on Measure at Jef- 
ferson City Crowded by 
‘Groups From St. Louis, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph. 


By. a Staff Correspondent of the 
_, Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON: CITY, Feb. 10.— 
A bill which has been construed to 
provide, in effect, that labor unions 
and other voluntary and unincor- 
porated organizations would be sub- 
ject to suit in the Missouri State 
courts, was considered last night 
by the House Judiciary Committee. 

The proposal, which was bitter- 
ly opposed on the ground that 
“unions would be forced to close 
their doors and foid up if this bill 


becomes a law,” seeks to repeal 
Section 701 of the Revised Statutes, 
which sets out who may be a de- 
fendant in a lawsuit. : 

This section provides that “an 
person may be a defendant who has 
or claims an interest in the con- 
troversy adverse to the plaintiff, 
or who is a necessary party to a. 
complete determination or settle- 
ment of the question involved 
therein.” : 

The new section, which the bill 
praposes, contains the same lan- 
guage with an additional sentence 
to define the word person as fol- 
lows: “And the term person shall 
include all natural persons, plural 
and singular, partnerships, associa- 
tions, including voluntary unincor- 
porated assbdciations and corpora- 
tions.” : 

Argument for Unions. 

So alarmed are labor groups in 
the State over the bill that the 
committee hearing was attended by 
more than 30 representatives of 
union’ from St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph. Twenty or more 
representatives stood outside, un- 
able to find space in the commit- 
tee room. 

The spokesman for the labor men 
was Clif Langsdale of Kansas City, 
formerly head of the State Bar As- 
sociation and attorney for numer- 
ous Kansas City and State labor 
organizations. 

“There has been a fight over this 
question for more than a genera- 
tion,” he told the committee. “If 
this bill becomes law it will let 
down the bars to a flood of tert ac- 
tions against the uniens.” 

He cited an opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri which, he 

aid, held that the general rule is 
well settled that an unincorporated 
or voluntary organisation cannot, 
in the absence of statutory author- 
ity, sue or be sued. They exist 
under common law right of con- 
tract and dre not entities separate 
and apart from that of their mem- 
bers.” 

Cfance to Harass Unions. 

Langsdale pointed out that such 
groups could be sued, however, if 
they ‘were engaged in an insurance 
plan under contract with mem- 
bers. 

He said the bill, if enacted, would 
be unfair to the unions, in that it 
contained no provisions enabling 
the unions to file and prosecute a 
suit. Under the bill employers could 
harass labor in case of strikes and 
disputes, by filing suit against a 
union for damages arising from de- 
lays. 

The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative V. E. Phillips of Kan- 
sas City, who said, without making 
any reference to unions, that the 
purpose of the measure was to clar- 
ify the present section. He said he 
had presented it at the suggestion 
of a “young lawyer friend.” 

Phillips suggested at the conclu- 
sion of the hearing that the bill 
be laid over by the committee while 
he studied the matter further. 

It was agreed that the bill would 
not be acted upon until members of 
the committee had been supplied 
with briefs by Phillips and Langs- 
dale.

Louis designers are making the 
most of their opportunities. 
Several individual style themes 
that may prove of widespread sig- 
nificancé made their appearance at 


the annual February show present- 
ed at Hotel Jefferson last night by 
the allied apparel and garment in- 
dustries in connection with the 
meeting of the American Retall- 
ers’ Association. 

Foremost among these was the 
introduction of a culotte frock
